WASHINGTON > AP> — A sur­ 
geon with half a century experi­ 
ence in breast cancer told Con­ 
gress today The Pill is a “ poten­ 
tial time bomb with a fuse 15 to 
20 years in length.” 
“ Although there Is no conclu­ 
sive evidence that oral contra­ 
ceptives cause bi t ast cancer, 
the potential 
hazards involved 
in their protracted use by young 
healthy women cannot be ig­ 
nored,’’ said Dr. Max Cutler. 
Cutler is medical director of 
the Beverly Hills, Calif., Cancel* 
Research Foundation. He com­ 
mented in testimony prepared 
for delivery before a Senate mo­ 
nopoly subcommittee that has 
kicked up a storm of controver­ 
sy during a month-long investi­ 
gation into the safety of The 
Pill. 
Underscoring that controver­ 
sy, another witness today ques­ 
tioned the subcommittee’s right 
to even heal 
such testimony, 
blamed it for causing a wave of 
abortion-seeking and 
said 
at­ 
tempts to project future harm 
were irresponsible. 
“Scientific information cannot 
be resolved in a democratic ap­ 
proach or by majority vote,” 
said Albert Schulman, associate 
professor of obstetrics and gy­ 
necology at New' York's Albeit 
Einstein College of Medicine. 
“The pills.” 
said Schulman, 
“have probably been the most 
carefully scrutinized medication 
in medical history and we have 
been hard-pressed to find any 
significant permanent or harm­ 
ful 
effect 
from 
using 
these 
agents.” 
Rejecting attempts to predict 
The Pill will cause cancer in 20 
years or less, Schulman said: 
“This kind of yardstick cannot 
be applied . . . for if it were, 
penicillin would only have been 
released for usage during the 
past two or three years and 
thereby have deprived millions 
of its benefits.” 
Schulman was called at the 
request of Republican members 
of the subcommittee. They have 
been among the strongest crit­ 
ics of these hearings. 
Cutler stopped short of recom­ 
mending a ban on The Pill, say­ 
ing “it is neither dangerous 
enough to condemn out of hand, 
nor safe enough to prescribe as 
a universal panacea.”

Cronkite Says 


Newsmen Know 


W hat Is Best

W alter 
Cronkite. managing editor of the 
Columbia Broadcasting System, 
said Monday that Vice Presi­ 
dent Spiro Agnew "cannot can­ 
cel bad news by chasing it off 
the airw ays.” 
"New judgm ent is best left in 
the hands of journalists 
who 
have learned to guard against 
their own bias and prejudice,” 
said Cronkite in a speech to the 
Economic Club of Detroit. 
Cronkite said that Americans 
lost their self-confidence in the 
1960’s, but instead of looking for 
cures "We are striking out in all 
directions to find the enemy; 
when all the tim e T suspect we 
really know that the enemy is 
within ourselves.” 
He said that the tendency is 
to "blam e the revolutionaries in 
our society as the cause, rather 
than tha results of our prob­ 
lem s.” 
Cronkite added that there is 
no longer amy excuse for 
any 
regulation at all of radio and 
television. "T here are more ra ­ 
dio and television stations than 
newspapers, more networks than 
news services, and the need to- 
allocate air tune in the public 
interest is past,” he said.

Despite grumbling by some

A firm could satis­ 
fy one agency that it would not 
pollute the air only to find that 
solution unacceptable to anoth­ 
er. 
The new ecology departm ent 
has no additional enforcement 
powers but is able, through a 
single director, to apply existing 
controls in a coordinated man­ 
ner. 
An 
advisory commission 
was given partial veto power 
over the director and an appeals 
boa>d will consider objections 
by industry. 
The accidental oil spill act 
closes a loophole in an other­ 
wise strict antipollution act. The 
state will not have to prove neg­ 
ligence in order to assess the 
carrier or owner of oil for clean- 
ing expense. 
Oil Spills Feared 
The act came as plans are un­ 
der discussion for supertankers 
to bring oil from Alaska's North 
Slope fields to Washington for 
refining. The breakup of one of

enforcement is stayed. 
Implementing a constitutional 
am endm ent approved two years 
ago. the legislature passed an 
"open spaces" aet, allowing un­ 
developed land to be taxed on its 
current use rather than at its 
potential as developed land.

Husband Of Slain 
American Not Bitter 


GRANDVILLE. Mich. (A P '— 
"I hold no bitterness 
to 
the 
A rabs,’’ says a Baptist m inister 
whose wife was slain by ter­ 
rorists in Occupied Jordan 
a 
week ago. 
The Rev. Theodore Ertle. 36, 
showed no angel' or visible emo­ 
tion in describing the death of 
his 31-year-old 
w\ife, 
B arbara, 
during 
an 
interview 
Monday 
with the Grand Rapids Press. 
Mrs. E rtle was 
fatally shot 


I Feb. 23 and three other persons 
[were wounded w’hen 
machine 
gun bullets sliced 
into a 
bus 
I carrying 37 American tourists 
‘on a visit to the Holy Land. 
The pastor of the Grandville 
B aptist 
Church, 
just 
outside 
Grand Rapids, described the am ­ 
bush this w’ay: 
i 
"W e left Jerusalem at 2 p.m. 
and w ere 
a 
couple 
of miles 
from Hebron w’hen we were am ­ 
bushed. There was no warning, 
just the 
sound 
of 
exploding 
glass in the bus and machine 
gun fire. 
"Everybody sought cover. My 
wife was lying on the seat when 
she was hit. 
"A fter 
the attack, we com- 
m andered a private car to take 
my wife for medical help. She 
died in my arm s on the way," 
the m inister said. 


He praised Israeli officials and 
the U.S. 
Consul 
in Israel for 
"doing all they could for m e” 
before this wife was buried in 
Jerusalem ’s Old Protestant Cem­ 
etery last Wednesday. 
"I had many reasons for bury­ 
ing her there. But I think the 
m ain reason wfas the place it­ 
self. 
It has 
religious 
signifi­ 
cance, ifs the Holy Land, the 
land of spiritual things,” 
he 
said. 
Now, the m inister said 
he 
w’ants "to put things back to 
norm al as soon as possible. I 
want to take care of my girls 
and, with the help of mem bers 
of the church, it shouldn’t be 
any problem .” 
The m inister has two daugh­ 
ters, Dorothy, 9, and Sharon, 7. 
Church m em bers have started a 
m em orial fund in Mis. E rtle’s 
honor with the funds to be used 
to educate her children.
